LIBRARIAN S REPORT 2017 


The total number of materials borrowed from the Gilsum Public Library for the year 2017 
was 1732. Of this total, 1130 were materials that were checked out at the library and 602 
were downloaded eBooks and audio books from the NH Downloadable Book Consortium. 


The total visits to the library were 1246. Our patron file contains 93 children s cards and 
216 adult cards, giving us a total of 309 registered users. We added 166 books and removed 
769 books from our painfully overcrowded shelves, leaving us with collection of 10,927. 
We borrowed 336 materials from other libraries. There were _ internet users for a total of 
hours of public use on the computers. 


The adult book group meets monthly, on the last Tuesday evening of the month. They read 
and discuss novels, memoirs and biographies. Everyone is invited to attend. The latest info 
may be obtained by calling the library, 357-0320 or Karen Hastings, 352-1401. 


The 2017Citizen of the Year Award was presented to Barbara Ware for all her dedicated 
and valuable volunteer work. 

For quite some time the library trustees have been working had to formulate a plan for the 
library renovation. This major undertaking started in June under the direction of Library 
Trustee, John Gielar. We began by removing books and furnishing to the basement, 
completely emptying one half of the library. The ceiling and walls were painted, overhead 
lights were replaced, and carpet was installed on the back half of the room. New librarian 
desk and bookshelves have arrived and will be permanently affixed to the area. We are 
looking forward to the completion of the library building to present a welcoming place for 
town board meetings, community groups and social gatherings. 


Other services for the town are wireless internet, photocopying, the purchase of Gilsum 
Village History Maps, Gilsum Postcards, NH Mine and Mineral Books and the reprinted 
Gilsum History. The library continues to offer flu shots to area residents at the beginning of 
October from Home Healthcare, Hospice and Community Service. 


We appreciated all the many donations of books, time or funds to the library this past year. 
And of course, thanks go to the library trustees for their generous support of the library with 
the book sale and ice cream sale at the rock swap and the other fun events. 

Library Trustee meetings are held on the 2" Thursday of the month at 6:30 and are open to 
the public. We are always open to new ideas and input. 


Library hours are Monday 12:00-4:00 and 6:00-8:00, Tuesday 6:00-8:00, Wednesday 10:00-

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GILSUM VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
AND RESCUE SQUAD 


To the Residents of the Town of Gilsum, NH; January 8, 2018 


In 2017 the Department responded to a total of 75 calls. This represents about 295 manhours of time 
being volunteered by the members of the Department. The hours do not reflect the time spent by the 
members in training, meetings, continuing ed, work details or the time spent putting equipment back in 
service after returning from a call. Please remember that the members are not paid for any of the time 
that they spend responding to calls or other Department functions.

The Department would like to congratulate 4 members of the Department that have been recognized by 
the State of New Hampshire for their years of service to the Community and to the Department. Fire Service- 
Bill Johnson, 60 years, Gary Ballou, 50 years, Ralph Jernberg, 40 years EMS Service - Steve Ackerman, 
30 years. Congratulation to these members. 


The Department along with the Emergency Management of the Town were able to secure a 50/50 grant 
for the installation of a 10 Kw propane stand by generator for the fire station which serves as the Town's EOC 
and Primary shelter. The grant also provided the funds for the installation of a 10 circuit load center, transfer 
switch and the necessary wiring needed to power the church, the Town's secondary shelter, with a generator. 
The Department and the Emergency Management of the Town wish to thank the church members for their 
understanding and for the use of the church as a shelter if the need ever arises. 


The Department's new rescue vehicle was received in February, 2017. The vehicle is more than the 
Department thought it would be. The storage space, both inside and out, is more than we anticipated. We 
we are still in the learning process of finding out where specific equipment should be stored and how to 
to best use the available space. As we use the vehicle we will find out if it is necessary to move equipment 
for better utilization of the space. 

The Department would, again, like to thank the taxpayers of the Town of Gilsum for appropriating the 
necessary funds which allowed us to purchase this much needed vehicle which is the first true "new" rescue 
vehicle for the Department. 


The Department has decided that we will keep the "old" rescue and convert it into a Utility vehicle. This will 
allow the us to have a vehicle that can carry the extra equipment that, at the present time, cannot be carried 
on any of our vehicles because of the lack of available space. The conversion process has started we all 
hope to have the process completed by summer. 
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We, the Department, continues to work on the conversion of the retired highway vehicle to a brush truck for 
the Department. In 2017 we received a Forestry Grant that allowed us to purchase most of the forestry hose 
and gated wyes that we will need for this new truck. We have been notified that we will be receiving another 
Forestry Grant in 2018. We will be using the 2018 grant to equip new members and to update, to current 
NFPA standards, items such as shirts, helmets, gloves and goggles used by the members when fighting 
brush fires. 


The construction of our new storage building is progressing . The building wil be used to store vehicles 
and equipment that are not needed on a daily basis. Vehicles such as the brush truck, the spill trailer and the 
Utility vehicle will be stored in the building. These vehicles will be available for use, if necessary, but stored 
offsite. This will increase the available space in the fire station. In addition to the added storage space, the 
upstairs will be used as a training space for the Department. The members of the Department thank the 
taxpayers of the Town for providing the funds to construct this needed space. 


We continue to look for ways to acquire equipment by using grants whenever possible. We thank the 
taxpayers of the Town for the wonderful support that they have given to the Department. If you wish a closer 
look of how your tax dollars are being spent, please, stop by the station. We are usually there on Sunday 
mornings and would be happy to show you your fire station. 

Again, thank you for your support.

2017 Annual Report 


The Cheshire County Sheriff s Office continues its standing commitment to provide the Town of 
Gilsum, New Hampshire contracted police services. This commitment has benefitted both entities 
over the years and the relationship between the community and the Sheriff s Office continues to be 
a very positive experience. 


For part of 2017, the Sheriff s Office was down several deputy sheriffs and due to this shortage; duties 
and responsibilities had to be divided among deputies, bringing the average weekly patrols down. 


In 2017, as we normally do, we saw some decreases and increases in our services (some of the decreases 
are attributed to being short staff): 


595 Calls for Service, decrease of 13% (2016 = 703) 
238 Motor Vehicle Stops, decrease of 3% (2016 = 246) 
4 Accidents, decrease of 50% (2016 = 8) 

15 Investigations, decrease of 12% (2016 = 17) 

2 Arrests, decrease of 85% (2016 = 13) 

611.75 work hours, decrease of 21% (2016 = 775.25) 


*The above statistical information does not include calls handled by the New Hampshire State Police. 


Lieutenant Caleb Dodson continues to oversee Gilsum contracted police services, assisted primarily by 
Deputy Sheriffs Peter Bowers and Leonard Emond. 


The Sheriff s Office will continue to provide contracted police services that are fiscally responsible, within 
budget and thoughtful to the needs of the Town. 


The Sheriff s Office looks forward to serving the Town of Gilsum in 2018.

2017 Annual Report 


The Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC) was established in 1994, one year after the 
Ashuelot River was enrolled into the NH Rivers Management and Protection Program. Members are 
nominated by local municipal officials and appointed by the Commissioner of the NH Department of 
Environmental Services (DES). 


The Ashuelot River Water Quality Monitoring Program continued for its seventeenth season, in 
conjunction with the NHDES Volunteer River Assessment Program (VRAP). ARLAC members, 
working with community volunteers, participated in a spring training session, leading to monthly 


sampling May through September. The Ashuelot River is classified as Class B meaning it is considered 


suitable for fishing, swimming and other recreational uses. 

e Wesampled 11 sites along the River s 64-mile length, and 3 sites along the South Branch in 
Swanzey. 

e We obtained E. coli samples from June through September and Total Phosphorous samples in 
August and September. 

e The cost of lab analyses was covered by contributions from Conservation Commissions along the 
River and NHDES. A generous donation from the Filtrine Manufacturing Company enabled the 
purchase of new pH meters. 

e Over 135 hours were logged by18 volunteers. New volunteers are always welcome! 

A quick look at this year s results: 

E. coli: most samples met the Class B_ level for surface waters with values well below 100 
MPN/100 ml from Washington downstream to the Stone Arch Bridge in Keene. At Rte 101 and 
downstream there were higher numbers especially in August when we had a heavy rain. 
September sampling showed Class A levels throughout. Numbers are frequently high after heavy 
rains and increased run-off. 

PH levels: results continue to be acidic with most readings below the standard of 6.5, especially 
in the upper reaches of the Ashuelot north of Keene. 

Total phosphorous: Generally samples showed low levels, but a single high reading was 
obtained in Marlow in September. 

Dissolved oxygen, chloride, turbidity and specific conductance remained within the standard 
with specific conductance increasing from Keene and downstream. 


As mandated by DES, ARLAC reviews and comments on state permit applications within the river 
corridor that have potential impacts on the river. Included this year were ten Wetland or Shoreland 
projects in the towns of Washington, Marlow, Surry, Swanzey, Winchester, and Hinsdale. We continue 
to follow the progress and reports regarding the West Street Dam and proposed hydro station in Keene, 
and have begun the review for FERC recertification of Nash Mill Hydro in Marlow. 


We strive to educate ourselves on a broad array of issues associated with the river and its watershed. 
We hope to be a resource that works well between the interests and concerns of the citizens in the 
watershed and State authorities. Members participated in the state LAC annual workshop and regional 
and state-wide meetings covering topics such as NH Instream Flow Protection rules, DES listed impaired 
rivers, and flood resiliency and stream restoration. Members also viewed a Trout Unlimited educational 
video on Basic Stream and River Functions . College student projects offered useful insights about the 
river and its habitats. We reviewed a report on the pH and conductivity graphs by a NHTI student. We 
also reviewed research done by KSC students on wildlife corridors along the Ashuelot in Keene and 
Swanzey. Dr. Denise Burchsted presented student obtained data on microplastics in the river.

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The Annual River cleanup took place September 15 and 16 in conjunction with the Connecticut River 
Conservancy s Source to the Sea Clean-up. ARLAC co-sponsored the event with the Cheshire County 
Conservation District and the City of Keene. 76 volunteers collected over two tons of trash in Marlow, 

Keene and Swanzey. 


We continue to have a Facebook presence as the Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee. River 


monitoring data can be viewed at des.nh. gov/organization/divisions/water/wmb/vrap/ashuelot/index.htm. 
E. coli results are posted during the monitoring season at www.ctriver.us. 


ARLAC meets the third Tuesday monthly at 7 P. M. at the Keene Public Library. We invite citizens and 
town officials to contact their local ARLAC representatives with any concerns or interest in participating 
as a town representative.
